Mrs. Wilson made no further 
comment at the time, but yester- 
again of the incl- 
dent, and informed the Chancellor 
that she had decided to give $25,- 
000 for the women’s building.

But Hindenburg does not con- 
template repudiation or compul- 
sory revision.

But for Culbertson’s 
persistence, Glassie would have sat in the 
case and the commission would have been 
tied, three to three, on the proposed sugar: 
tariff cut, just as it had been in numerous 
other cases. 

The disqualification of Glassie gave the lib- 
erals, Culbertson, Costigan and Lewis—two 
progressive Republicans and one Democrat— 
a majority over the high-protectionist Re- 
publicans, Marvin and Burgess., Evidently 
knowing a good deal of what was going on 
inside the commission, Senator La Follette, 
in a public statement in July, 1924, during 
his presidential campaign, demanded to know

A secret document of epochal character was re 
cently published by the New York World. It fs a 
memorandum prepared by Foreign Secretary 
Austen Chamberiain and circulated only among Cab- 
inet Ministers to guide them in formulating a sound, 
practical British European policy. 

Naturally, there is no evasion of realities in such 
a paper. This post-war history of Purope is an hon- 
est recital of facts, difficulties and conditions. Prob- 
ably its most significant single item is the recogn!- 
tion of Germany's grievances. These are the Polish 
corridor, fixed by the Versailles treaty, and the Siz- 
lesian settlement arranged by the League of Na 
tions. . 

The injustice of those two settlements is set forth 

in detail. At present Germany is helpless, but that 
helplessness is temporary. Gerfmany is bound to re- 
cover her industrial vigor, bound to resume her com- 
mercial eminence, and when she does she will right 
these wrongs, impliedly, with British support. 
As for France, official opinion there is veering | 
steadily towards permanent retention of the Rhine- 
land. Why this is so is explained. The ruling pas- 
sion of French policy is security from German at- 
tack. Had the Anglo-American guarantee been for- 
entered into, assuring the active assistance of 
Great Britain and the United States in the event of 
a German invasion, this buffer-state strategy would 
have been unnecessary. The failure of the United 
States to approve such a pact has constrained France 
to try ; adventures. One of those was the 
militarization of the Little Entente. This has proved 
a heavy drain on French resources and at best has 
been a doubtful policy because of the undependable 
solidarity of those small countries and their ques- 
tionable value as allies. 

Then there is that clowering uncertainty, Russia, 
at present an Asiatic rather than a European prob- 
lem, but a portent for Western Europe neverthe 
less. . 

Without further particularity this continental sur- 
vey concludes that Durope is today divided into two 
psychological camps—one of anger, the other of fear. 
That is the legacy of Versailles. The victorious na- 
tions are fearful of losing what the treaty awarded

A NOVEL INCOME TAX DECISION. 


Federal Judge John S. Partridge has made a some 
what astounding ruling in a San Francisco case. He 
upholds the contention of a litigant against the 
Government that half of a man’s income belongs to 
his wife and that, therefore, husband and wife may 
make separate returns on the halves of the same 
income, thereby increasing the personal exemption 
and paying under a lower rate. The aggregate tax 
thus- would be radically reduced. In the case at bar 
a tax of $11,075 was cut dewn to $4297. Refund will 
not be made until the United States Supreme Court 
has affirmed the ruling. 

If that occurs it is estimated that citizens of Cali- 
fornia will be entitled to an aggregate refund of 
$77,000,000. Of course, what applies to California 
in Federal law would be applicable to the other 47 
states. Thus, if the decision is upheld the blow to 
the Federal Treasury would be stupendous. | 

Judge Partridge supports his decision with a cita- 
tion of the California law which holds that whatever 
is earned by husband or wife belongs to both. “The 
truth and substance,” says the Judge, “is that only, 
one-half of the income really belongs to the hus-| 
band: the other half in law and right and justice 
to the wife.” 

As to the ownership of the taxable income, hew- 
ever, the Government does not attempt to deal. Nor 
does it concern itself In any way with the disposi- 
tion of the tncome except that {ft permits exemption 
ffom taxation of certain disbursements. The Govern- 
ment concerns itself only with the fact of who re 
ceives the income and how much it is. That is why 
gudge Partridge’s introduction of the element of!

Application for a permit to op- 
erate motorbus routes to the Mu- 
nicipal Theater in Forest Park was 
filed yesterday by the St. Leuls Bus 


Co., a subsidiary of the United |

The bus company wants to op- 
erate busses between the Delmar 
and University lines and the the- 
ater, and it is possible that opposi- 
tion to issuance of the neceszary 
permits may develop in the face of 
a clause in the bus franchise ordi- 
nance.

On either side will be con- 
structed. a concrete roadway nine 
feet wide and between these, ajsv 
nine feet wide, will be a road of 
bituminous macadam. Thus the 
whole road will be 27 feet in width, 
with three lanes, the outside ones 
of light-colored concrete and the 
center of the black bituminous top. 


It is believed that with the lanes 
distinctly marked and with the 
concrete at the side, the majority 
of vehicles, especially trucks, will 
keep on the concrete, thus leaving 
the middle stretch of bituminous 
road for passing. 

The site chosen for this highway 
is the Stoughton turnpike between 
Ponkapoag and Stoughton. This

HE contract made by Gilbert

Sullivan was his own 
musical director, and Gilbert, an 
excellent amateur actor and dancer, 
was his own stage jnanager. Tra- 
ditions of Gilbert's infinite pains at 
rehearsals, together with his irasci- 
ble temper and bitter tongue, are 
legion. Sullivan was equally a 
stickler, and would tolerate no 
careleseness with his scores. To 
any singer who ventured to take 
liberties. he was accustomed }o re- 
mark sarcastically: “Bravo,-that is 
a very good air of yours. Now, if 
you have no objection, I will ask 
you to sing mine.”

NEW YORK, May 16, 

PRING days have come and 

with them the inevitable lan 

guor that allows strange 
things to happen in the theater. 
Last week there appeared a play 
called ‘‘Flesh."" Its opening was 
postponed from time to -time— 
postponements, it was whispered, 
caused by alterations in the man- 
uscript. It was feared, said the 
whispers, that the Play Jury 
would not countenance such lib 
erties. The truth of these mwur- 
murings I have no way of verify- 
ing. It is my inclination to dis- 
believe them. There were other 
such flagrant reasons for — post- 
poning, possibly permanently this 
production. Chief among them 
was its arrant ineptitude. 


The tale told of a girl who lovad 
a man so much tha’ she attempted 
‘o substi'ute herself for an immoral 
woman with whom she had reason 
to belleve he was consorting. AIL 
thts unhappy lady's sorrowings 
uroused on the opening night were 
shrieks of laughter. Ther: is how 
a report from the producers that 
the piece was always meant to bea 
burlesque. Possibly, too, this is 
true. Certainly it achieved its come- 
plement of laughter. 
Suffer in Silence. 
Y purpose is not to dwell on 


the specific flaws within the 
fabric of the evening. The play 
will scarcely endure sufficiently ty 
make such. discussian valuaile. 
What I am interested in is the tr- 
creasing and salutary bad mainnscs 
of first night audiences. In En- 
gland the spectators freely bellow 
at what they feel is false and shal- 
low. We Americans are timorous, 
We sit stolidly and suffer. We «sa 
stay away from a bad play as 
numerously as any nation. But 
when we are forced to go we are 
inclined to regard it as fate-—-some- 
thing to be swallowed with a brave 
face and forgotten. 

By forced to go I mean dragged 
by that impalpable fascination that 
still attaches to first nights. Heav- 
en knows there are so many of 
them nowadays, with six and sever 
openings a week, that nearly every- 
body first and last can get «@ 
chanee at oncé. I have eager rela- 
tives from other sections of ths 
country who come to New York de- 
manding the privilege of witncees- 
ing a premiere. Possjbly it 8 
sumething to talk about at home 
when the long winter evenings 
grow dull and the movies are not 
producing thelr accustomed quo*s 
of gaudy entertainment. 

Come Like Cats to Cream. 

HERE is always a scattering 

of these In any first-night awe 
dience. They can scarcely be @x- 
pected to jeer. They are too busy 
being impressed and wondering 
who that woman can be In the 
front row with tight boy's hair and 
monocie. But the mass of the 
spectators is more likely to be the 
tried and true attendants. 

Almost any lobby crowd at al- 
most any prominent first night wilt 
contain 75 per cent “§ eritics ac- 
tora, managers, editors, playwrights 
—all with their wives or som@- 
body’s else. Knowing the title, the 
producer, the players, the author, 
most of these can tell even before 
they come what type of entertain- 
ment they have been called to wit- 
ness. They have witnessed s0 
many hundred. Yet they come 
back like cats to cream. 

Most of them at one time or afie 
other have contributed something 
of definite value, financial or artis- 
tic. to the theater. They have @ 
right to demand return (from 
others. And only lately have they

The City and State both have laws to pro- 
tect the public frem yaheahthy Mattresses, 
but as they have not the Spower to enter 
homes and investignte, Mattresses, they can 
only regulate their manufacture and trans- 
fer. 


State inspectors closely watch the mannu- 
facturers of Mattresses. The law specifies, 
“No person shall sclil, expose for sale. de- 
liver or consign for sale. or have in his pos- 
session with like intent, any Mattress which 
contains anything but new matcrial. and a 
tag specifying the name and address of the 
manufacturer and of the vendor or of the 
successive vendors, must give a full descrip- 
tion of the filling used, and a statement 
that all materials used are new and actu- 
ally specified.”

N HER little cottage 
—— down among the tim- 
=.=: bered ridges of the 


Ozarks at Highlandville, 
Missouri, Mrs. Katie 
Kentling recalls a honey- 
moon that was a dream 
of empire. 

She thinks back to the 
days when she, a bride, 
accompanied the Court 
of the Emperor Maximil- 
ian to Mexico. She re- 
calls the struggles, the sorrows, the defeats, the 
final tragedy of Maximilian’s death—-her own es- 
eape with her husband from the scene of that tragic 
episode. 

And through her story as she told it to a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent sitting in the May sun on 
the little porch of her home, the other day, there 
runs like a minor theme her regret for “poor 
Carlotta.” ns 

Carlotta was Maximilian’s Empress when fate 
burst his Empire dream, his widow when a peon 
firing squad left the body of that royal Hapsburg 
Prince lying crumpled by its bullets under a prison 
wall at the ‘‘Hill of Bells’’ just outside Queretaro. 
She, through the intervening years has lived on, a 
mad Queen in a mimic court in Belgium. 

Of all that princely throng which united Na- 
poleonic purpose and Hapsburg pride when Maxi- 
milian sailed for Mexico in 1864, these two old 
women alone live on. 

“Poor Carlotta,”’ says “Grandma” Kentling, “her 
life has been so lonely, and mine, so filled with 
friends and happiness.” 


It is one of life's ironies that Mrs. Katie Kent- 
ling’s fate should have been determined by the in- 
sistance of Napoleon III upon establishing a French 
empire in the Western world. 
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yOW Napoleon III moved quickly. Great Britain 
and Spain had given him a free hand. Italy was 
taken care of by his understanding with Cavour. 
So, the Bonaparte usurper cast about for a possible 
Emperor, one who would head a Latin state in 
Mexico, and at the same time establish his own 
prestige in Europe where the old-time lines of roy- 
alty were looking at him askance. 

He found Maximilian, Archduke of Austria, a 
descendant of Charles V and the husband of Car- 
lotta Amalia, who was daughter of Leopold, King 
of the Belgians. If Maximilian would be Emperor 
the French arms would support him. Thus would 
the interests of the royal houses of Hapsburg, Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha and Bonaparte be made one. 

But Maximilian was chary. 

In 1861 a delegation visited him and offered him 
the crown of Mexico. He refused, saying he could 
only accept upon the invitation of the Mexican peo- 
ple. 

Twq years later another commission waited upon 
him, asking him in the name of the “Assembly of 
Notables” to take the crown. “I cannot,” he said, 
“unless a nafional manifestation should prove ta 
me in manner undoubted the desire of the nation to 
see me occupy the throne.”’ 

Back to Mexico the “notables” went. Napoleon 
III set in motion the wheels of the plebescite ma- 
erhine which he understood so well. There was an 
election. Maximilian appeared to be wanted over- 
whelmingly. In view of Napoleon III's pledge of 
troops and funds, he accepted Vienna was mad

“IT can see him yet, tall, dark, bearded, every 
inch a King—and poor Carlotta—a Queen, in- 
deed. It seemed to us then, as though we were 
carrying the world before._us. Immediately the 
Emperor established a brilliant court. The old 
world had been transported to the new. There 
flocked to Mexico City hundreds upon hundreds of 
folk from Europe—scholars, citizens of the world, 
blue-blooded members of the ancient regime. Poor. 
ehenaaas her salon was as brilliant as 
though it had been in icurope. | 

“My husband and I were very happy. Ours was 
a charming home. He had a splendid salary. With 
the court he was popular and not less with the peo- 
ple. I can see those band concerts now see 
and hear them a Viennese waltz ‘ 
the great open plaza, and walking about,it on pa- 
rade the Mexicans, in all the color of their tumes.

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N A RECENT afternoon in Chicago, Dr. Elmer S. 
Riggs, bronzed by sun and wind, stood in one of the 
workshops of the monumental Field Museum of Nat- 
ural History, which he serves as assistant curator of 
paleontology.

; It was a fossil bone, as Jarge as the corresponding 
member in an ox. At a bench nearby a spectacled assistant, plying chisel and 
ammer, was chipping away, flake by flake, with a jeweler’s patience and deli- 
eacy, the flint in which other bones were embedded. Dr. Riggs explained that 
the fossil which he held came from the lower leg of a great bird of prey called 
Phororachus, fearsome as to beak and talons, but with wings too weak for flight. 
It was as tall as an ostrich and six times as heavy; its head was the size of that 
of a horse. “It flourished,”” he added meditatively, “during the period in which 
the giant sloth of South America first encountered tie saber-toothed tiger.” 

With such casualness, as if the event had occurred but yesterday, did the 
geobiologist revert to an era of some 10,000,900 vears_past. In fact, a decade of 
millions of years is merely as yesterday to the scientist whose imagination en- 
visages the span of hundreds of millions of years which have elapsed since the 
first sponges, corals and worms appeared on the planet called Earth.

HE Riggs expedition left Chicago in 

November, 1922, and headquarters 
were established at Buenos Aires. Dr. 
Riggs was accompanied by George F. 
Sternberg and J. B. Abbott of the mu- 
seum staff. The first summer's work 
was along the Atlantic coast and the Rio 
Gallegos, just north of the Strait of 
Magellan, and extended 125 miles north 
to Santa Cruz. The winter of 1922, cor- 
responding to summer in the Northern 
Hemisphere, was spent in the vicinity of 
Comodoro Rivadavia, on the coast of 
the Gulf of St. George. 

As soon as snow and rain permitted, 
the party moved on to Bahia Blanca, 
which styles itself “the Liverpool of 
South America,” and made expeditions 
from there inland as far as the moun- 
tains, as well as along the Rio Chico, the 
Rio Chubut, Lago Colhuapi and Lago 
Muster. Toward the end of the sum- 
mer they returned to the Gulf of St. 
Ceorge and worked along the coast 
southwards to Rio Deseado. Dr. Riggs
